b) Stated he hoped U.S, would take a firm stand with the 
Soviets regarding their announcement to inspect allied trains 
in Germany and their threat to enter U.S, legations (by force 
if necessary) in the USSR and satellite countries. 


In connection with the latter. Hr. Amory noted the 
possibility of the Russians attempting to remove Cardinal 
HlncfeenCy from the U.S, legation in Budapest, The Director 
agreed with DD/I*s comments and indicated his intention of 
discussing this with Herbert Hoover. 


Hr. Sheldon: 


Reported that the following arrangements have been made 
to transmit material to the President while in Augusta: 

1) Courier service leaving Washington each 
day about 2:15 AH; 

2) Additional courier run leaving Washington 
each day about 8:30 AM; 

3) Top Secret material may be transmitted by 
wire 24 hours a day; 

4) A special security office has been established 
at Camp Gordon for the purpose of receiving special 
Intelligence; 

5) The President may be reached by telephone 

through the White House switchboard. Note: This 

method is not secure. The Director commented he had 
talked with Col. Goodpaster this morning and advised 
him things are coming to a head in Syria and and 
possibly there might be a coup (advantageous to the 
Soviets) in that country within the next three days; 

6) All material sent to the White House for 
transmission to the President should be in duplicate
